Furthcrmoro the decision to make 
this kind of weapon has been a 
necessary one, because "there Is np 
higher authority than the- rule of 
force, and government must be 
maintained through power." 
J., Stuart Foster > : 
Head of the radlaiton and cyclo- 
tron laboratories, gave his views on 
the destructive effects' of the H- 
bom^, and the attitude ot respon- 
sible scientists in regard to its use: 
"At Hiroshma there were a hun- 
dred-thousand killed; this bomb 
might kill' a few millions, snd also 
have worse after-effects., Of tourte, 
it would also wipe out any mliltsry 
establlshmtnts. 

"The last war. ended, with the 
U.S. tht only nation that rtally had 
a complete knowledge ot the atomic 
bomb. Therefore any nation at the 
end of the war could build up their 
country In confidence that thé U.S. 
would not attack them. Any coun- 
try which did not build up their 
country in a peaceful way was not 
especially interested in peace."
